We sugKest setting out permanent 


trees and shrubs, planting perennial flowers and traiisplatmg native 
wild flowers, moss anC ferns, the erection of bird houses in the vicin- 
ity, the use of sheila and flagstones along the spring puth, and natural 
stons steps wherever practicable. 
A community or picnic sprins might appropriately be supplement- 


ed by benches and cupboards, a stone oven and camping grates. 


A spring in a remote spot may be made into a retreat in mem- 


ory of some friend—an inspirational spot for the poet, the student, 
the naturalist and the tired business man or housewife. 


A few handfuls of mixed alfalfa and clover seed sown along the 


wet slope of a sprung overflow will often develop into a fragrant and 
colorful, self-perpetuating meadow. 
It will be seen that each spring is an individual problem with a 


distinct environment and a definite purpose to fulfil. 


The Spring-Builders have adopted the "Spring-Builder's Marker," 


upon which are inscribed four lines. 
The name of the spring oc- 


cupies the first line. 
Pirpctly under it is written the slogan, "Living 
Waters." The "Spring-Builders" is written on the third line, and the 
last line is taken up with the date of construction. Further details 
bearing upon the individual history may be added In the lower right 
hand corner of the marker. 
Wooden markers may be attached to a 


post securely driven into the ground, to a conical mound of rocks, 
or to a neighboring tree. 
The inscription on the marker may be 


painted or carved, or worked out in design by the use of black or 
brass-headed tacks or old cartridge shells. If preferred the data may 
be carved on a log or a tree.
